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DX conditions have been highly variable the last few weeks, to put it mildly. Here 
in the Northeast, we've noticed conditions running the gamut from first-class TA 
sonditions (on 9/19, Dakar~764 readable fully 2 hours and 9 minutes before our local 
sunset} to "typical auroral conditions" (on 9/28, TA's very weak - LA's very strong, 
often dominating the domestics). Tom Holmes, Massachusetts, also observed the onset 
of "auroral conditions" about 9/20, and inquires with quaking voice, "Don't tell me 
the TA season is over this year already?!" Jerry Conrad, Kentucky, notes “eood 
auroral openings to the south and west, but no TA's so far this season ~ not even 
Dakar.'' International DX'ter of the Year, Mike Silvera, Jamaica, notes "a general 
improvement in conditions." In the West, Mike Northam , Orygun, says "Conditions in 
general seem quite good. The last two MMs have had very little noise for this time 
of year." Don Reynoids, California, reports excellent conditions, "This morning, 
10/1 was excellent for Asiatics with Communist China and North Korea all over the 
dial with several new ones logged. The Burmese and Taiwan receptions (see Monitor 
Reports) have me all thepped up! for the season, hi." Although the TA season has 
fairly just begun, several members have already commented on the fact that the stns 
in Eastern Europe and the Near East usually heard by now are just not there this year. 
We've noticed this also - not even such regulars as Eeypt-773 &@ 818, and Beirut-836 
have not yet been heard this season, even on nights when reception from more westerly 
TA's was exceptionally good. While this may well be related to the current elevated 
sunspot numbers, the exact mechanisms involved are by no means clear. Much more 
information is needed about longterm reception patterns for the TA stations, and we 
urge cur members to contribute their subjective appraisals of longhaul DX conditions 
from time-to-time, And remember that information about stations not presently being 
heard (but which were in the past) can be just as informative. Given sufficient 
information about such reception patterns, it may well prove possible to determine 
at least some of the physical and geophysical factors responsible for these patterns. 
Only then can meaningful work on actual prediction of reception begin. 


On Reciprocal Paths. Most information coming from overseas still concerns loggings 
made during Northern hemisphere summer, but first information in from New Zealand 
indicates pretty gocd reception frem North America in September. NZDXRA reports 

many N.A. loggings, including: WBZ-1030 excellent @ 0230 on 8/20; WOAT-1200 very 
good at 0638 on 8/19; KGER-1390 good @ 0353 on 9/9; KGEN-1450 very good 0135 on 8/20; 
WLAC+i510 excellent 0230; and WKWF-1600 good 0145. Better summer receptions of N.A. 
stations in Europe according to Benelux: CBH~860 @ 2215 on 8/7; CHER-950 @ 2055 on 
8/7; WLOB-1310 @ 2157 on 7/73 and CKEC-1320 at 2130 on 7/7. 

According to press reports, there are some very high-powered MW stations now under 
construction in the Near and Middle East. For Example, the Iranian Radio is building 
a 2000 kw transmitter at a place called Qazvin. Unconfirmed press reports also state 
that in Lebanon, a MV. stn of 3000 kw is under construction, while, in the UAR, a MW 
transmitter of even 5000 kw will soon be under construction. (RNYWWDXC) 

That American pirate, Radio Free America, should begin operating in just a few weeks 
and will be based on a ship off the coast of Catalina Island. The transmitter will 
be of 100 or 125 kw. (Bruce Henderson, Calif., via RNYWWDXC) Unconfirmed! (Hd) 

Saudi Arabia. Riyadh on 647 w/an Arabic program seems to give very good reception 
fron 1400-1600. It must be the new 1200 kw xmitter. (Benelux) Watch this one! (Hd) 
A correspondent living near Canton, China, reports that there are hundreds of 
clandestine stations in China broadcasting anti-Mao propaganda. Also Radio Canton 
was captured by the anti-macists, but it was taken back by the Red Guard. In the 
Canton area, there are 10 clandestine stations operating on about 799, 898, 1180, 
1220, 1440, 1480, 1493, 1510, 1525, and 1580 kes. (SCDX) Note that one on 1525. (Ea) 
September 30 was an historic day in the development of the "new BEC"; all of their 
radio services have been renamed: Radio 1 (the new pop service on 1214); Radio 2 

(the Light Programme); Radio 3 (the new name for the former light program); and Radio

Possibly 
the portable unit has now been replaced with permanent gear although I doubt it. 

3. If anyone challenges point 1, I hearbye (sic) invite them to write the VOA and 
ask for themselves. Of course while writing they will also want to ask (A) 
exactly when the portable unit was secretly removed from Marathon, (B) why was it 
removed secretly, and (C) why Washington is keeping its part in the Botswana 
operation secret?

"Somebody ought to clue Stanbury in that he ought not to put his foot in his 
mouth, This (censored by Hank Bennett) thing about Swan that he hops on all the time, 
and then got started on the Navassa Island bit all over again is a pain. He's going 
to ruin the DX hobby to the point no one can trust anyone regarding information."

Continues Hank Bennett, "This letter is typical of comments that we've Reese 
receiving with increasing frequency in recent months, Many Dx'ters, in NNRC and in 
other elubs - including his own ~ have been asking me to try to throttle him. This 
it have deliberately avoided ‘doing for it is no concern of rine or of NNRC's to meddle 
in the internal affairs of any other club. However, the last line in the above- 
quoted letter in (sic) exactly the way that many other DX'ters feel. 

“This writer has wondered for many months just. how it.was that ASWLC (American 
SW Listeners Club - A.N.) managed to let him continue in his capacity as editor for 
them. We've wondered.if the Officials of that otherwise fiine club were reluctant - 
or afraid - to relieve him of his duties. Certainly, no responsible group would find 
it desirable to have-a person of his calibre associated with them. 
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‘We have personally felt over a period of several months that perhaps - just 
perhaps, C. M. Stanbury would come to his senses and see just what he was doing to 
the DX'ting hobby as a whole. We have hoped ~ vainly, I guess - that he would cool 
it and become the really fine Editor:that we know he is capable of becoming.

unless it is an affair that threatens to undermine DX'ing in general. And this is 
exactly what we believe Stanbury is doing. 

"Stan, aS one Editor to another, wetd hate to lose you. But by golly, fella, 
you have got to do one of two things and you'd best make up your mind what it's: 
going to be = and soon! (1) Change your ways; cool it; wise up; check your ravings 
before you have them published. (2) Get out of the hobby. It's your choice! We've

issue of Electronics Illustrated, the one in which Stanbury accused Thomas of having 
published a book "notable for its misspelled words, (and) its obscure currents of 
thought." 

Thomas has chosen not to take this lying dow, according to our reporter in 
New York City, and has instituted a suit for $250,000 damages, plus punitative 
damages, for alleged character damage resulting from Stanbury's article. Assigned 
court docket No. 11416/1964, the suit (David F. Thomas vs, Faweett Publications), 
will come to trial before a jury of 6 sometime in the future in New York Supreme 
Court at Foley Square, not far from New York City Hall. The attorney for the Plaintiff 
wiil reportedly be Julien and Glaser, of New York City; Attorney for the Defendant 
will be DeWitt, Nast and Diskin, also of N.Y¥.C. This, as far as we know, is the 
first major civil suit arising out of the DX hobby, and the first time that arcane 
and intangible thing, the individual DX'ers reputation,has come to the attention of 
the courts. The outcome of this case may well indeed set a precedent of major concern 
for all. DX'ters - especially those concerned with authoring and publishing information 
of interest to the DX Community. Oui reporter in New York promises to keep us 
informed about any new developments in this case.
